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SKIP Repeater Council 


Revamps Major Changes

Taking its longest steps yet, 
the newly re-organized Florida 
Repeater Council has adopted 
several major changes in 
previous repeater guidelines 
established by the defunct 
Southeast Repeater Council. 

The FRC met in two long 
sessions at the Orlando Hamfest 
in June. The meetings totalled 
six hours. 

FRC delegates voted to 
establish a 150-mile separation 
between all new and existing 
repeaters in the state. Those 
repeaters now separated by less 
than 150-miles will execute a 
written waiver among them- 
selves to agree to co-exist. The 
waivers can be cancelled by 
either party at which time the 
Council would assist in 
negotiating a settlement be- 
tween the two interfering re- 
peaters. 

The FRC has now begun a 
major feasibility study toward a 
complete re-arrangement of 
currently-used repeater 
frequencies and new ones 
available in the future. The 
study would be a computer 
analysis of how such a 
realignment might look on 
paper. Should the state’s 
repeaters operators agree to 
such a major re-shuffling of 
frequency assignments a 
crystal swapping bank has been 
proposed. 

Repeater member delegates 
have agreed on a two-meter 
repeater band plan which is 
essentially the ARRL Band 
Plan designating 146.40-147.00, 
146.43-147.03, and 146.46-147.06 
as repeater pairs and 147.60, 


147,63, and 147.66 are designated 
as simplex channels. A 220 MHz 
and 450 MHz Band Plan are now 
being studied by the FRC 
Frequency Coordinator and his 
recommendation will be 
reported at the next FRC 


‘ meeting scheduled October 12 in 


Orlando. 

The adoption of a new con- 
stitution was a highlight of the 
June meeting and with it and 
becasue of it two new officers 
came on the scene. Ken 
Crumption, W4JYE and 
operator of Orlando’s WR4AEQ, 
was elected vice-president. 
President Ted Wayne, WB4CBP 
also appointed a new frequency 
coordinator to replace Hal 
Greenlee, K4GYO. Hal resigned 
the post because of the press of

ORGANIZATIONS — 
WHO NEEDS THEM?

People give many reasons for not joining voluntary organization 
such as radio clubs. Some of the reasons I hear used for not joining 
a group such as H.A.R.C., A.R.R.L., or similar organizations 
bother me. It is, of course, each person’s privilege to make his or 
her own decision about joining any hobby club or organization. No 
law says he must, and let’s keep it that way. But let’s take a look at 
some of these reasons. 

‘‘The organization is run by a little clique.”’ Unfortuantely, this is 
usually true, whether one speaks of the H.A.R.C., A.R.R.L., or 
many other organizations. That clique is made up of those who 
attend meetings regularly, accept appointments to various 
responsibilities, volunteer for jobs which need doing, suggest ways 
to keep things active, and generally show their support. In any club 
or voluntary organization I know of, all one has to do to become 
part of the “‘inner circle’ is to act interested and be willing to 
contriubte ideas, time and talent. 

‘“‘They just don’t do anything for the members.” or — ‘‘They don’t 
really represent the members wishes and interests.’”’ ‘‘They’’ is 
that clique that runs things. If these statements are true, it is 
usually because of the lack of ideas and suggestions from the 
members. If you feel your group isn’t doing anything, perhaps you 
should ask yourself what contributions you have made recently. 
How many projects or activities have you suggested? When did you 
last offer to help? My wonderful idea may leave you cold, and vice 
versa. Lack of action on one of your ideas is not a very good excuse 
for not offering any more. 

‘“‘The leaders just are not very active (or aggressive, innovative, 
dynamic, etc.)’’ If this is really true, then it is time for a change in 
leadership. Most volunteer organizations have well defined 
procedures for regular elections of leaders. If the leadership is, in 
fact, failing, one can correct the situation by getting different 
people elected. 

I could go on and on. I guess the main point is that it is not very 


fair to knock any organization — whether it be A.R.R.L., H.A.R.C., 


your church, civic club, or any other, unless you are willing to put 
out the effort to make it better.

NEW LOG 
REQUIREMENTS 


In response to a petition (RM- 
2382) filed barely a month ago 
by the Maryland FM Asso- 
ciation, Inc., FCC this week 
issued an Order greatly 
reducing the logging require- 
ments in the amateur service 
through a revision of Section 
97.103. Effective July 10, only 
the location and dates of any 
operation (except mobile), sig- 
natures of visiting control oper- 
ators, and third-party traffic 
need be logged. Section 
97.111(f) related to repeaters 
remains unchanged. A 
provision that the Commission 
may require a given station to 
log information as considered 
necessary is included in the new 
rules. 

The rules for advance notice 
and solicitation of comments on 
a Commission action do not 
apply if the action is a relief of a 
restriction, and if there is good 
evidence that such notice and 
public procedure are un- 
necessary. The Commission 
cited the lack of adverse impact 
of their earlier easing of mobile 
logging requirements as such 
evidence. 

We believe it desirable to 
point out to our members that 
there are many reasons for 
keeping a station log, quite 
apart from the FCC regulations. 
For example, a well-kept log 
continues to be persuasive 
evidence in interference or 
other cases where operation is 
alleged which did not take 
place. Indeed, the Com- 


mission’s public notice under- 
scores this very point. 
(K1ZND-DIR. LETTER 1533)

On the Florida Training Net, 
QFTN, we also have a new 
manager, WN4HOL, Casey 
Alwine of Green Cove Springs. 
We wish all these gents the best 
of luck in their new responsi- 
bilities. 

Now a few comments on 
emergency communications 
operations. The recent heavy 
rains throughout the state 
produced considerable property 
damage with flooding in many 
low places and the necessity for 


evacuation in a few places. We 
know that Red Cross opened 
emergency shelters in Pinellas 
County as well as near North 
Port. Some staff personnel were 
transferred to assist stricken 
areas. The governor made 
inspection trips and declared 
disaster areas, asking the 
federal government for disaster 
relief funds. The extent of this 
kind of emergency action is not 
known to me at present, but we 
have the distinct feeling that 
there was a lot more going on 
than what we are aware of. 


I know that certain local governments 
were hard-pressed to provide needed 
communications to coordinate their 
required emergency action for protection 
of life and property and to efficiently 
perform necessary clean-up operations. 

I am confident that had an Emergency 
Coordinator stepped forward and offered 
the services of a trained and capable 
AREC, we could have gotten a lot of good 
practical experience under quasi- 
emergency conditions a great deal less 
strenuous than we would experience in the 
event of a disastrous hurricane. I have 
chided a couple of our EC’s by asking fora 
copy of their report on AREC operations 
during this episode. No response, yet. I 
think we missed a most wonderful op- 
portunity for a great deal of experience 
and training at the local level. 

On a broader area, we did get in some 
training. Red Cross Miami asked amateur 
radio to provide back-up communications 
with areas believed to have considerable 
flooding along the west coast of Florida 
within about 100 miles south of Tampa. 
K4IWT received this request and 


proceeded to establish a net on 3940 KHz 
SSB, calling it first ‘The Red Cross Net’, 
then TPTN, then FAST Net. This operation 
was characterized by most operators 
being unwilling to believe there was an 
emergency situation and by K4IWT and 
K4WKY’s dogged insistence that they had 
a mission to provide back-up com- 
munications. It worked out satisfactorily. 
We did establish communications, handle 
several priority messages, learn about 
some flooding previously unknown and 
receive for it alla commendatory message 
from the Disaster Director, Southern 
Florida Division, American Red Cross. 
But I feel uneasy about it all. We should 
have done better. We should have been 
better organized. We should have followed 
a master plan. 

The master plan for long range 
emergency communications within the 
state of Florida, and for liaison to inter- 
state nets, involves activation of the 
Florida Amateur Side-Band Emergency 
Net (FSBEN). This net should be ac- 
tivated when emergency communication 
beyond the range of local AREC nets is 
required. W4OVE, manager of FSBEN, 
was on 3940 listening to our drill, but 
nobody asked him to ‘‘activate.’’ We 
should have. FSBEN needs the drill as 
much as any other net. Furthermore, we 
should all be more aware of the position of 
FSBEN in the emergency communications 
picture. 

In the event of a bonafide emergency, 
the FSBEN will be activated. Other nets 
will give way to its operation. Trained 
operators, who got their training mostly on 
other nets, will check into FSBEN and be 
assigned key rolls commenserate with 
their ability and location. The thing will 
go, not because the FSBEN spends many 
hours each week training operators, but 
because the operators who spend many 
hours training each week will become part 
of FSBEN. There will not be several nets 
in competition for the use of the frequency, 


because the operators who are usually on 
the several other nets will be on FSBEN 
Qualified net control stations from the 
other nets will be NCS on FSBEN, under 
direction of FSBEN manager and _ his 
assistants. Managers of the other nets are 
automatically assistants to the FSBEN 
manager for these operations. Expert 
traffic handlers from the other nets will be 
expert traffic handlers for FSBEN. I didn’t 
invent this idea, but I kind of wish I had. 
This plan provides more and_ better 
operators than any one net could possibly 
do. It allows everybody todo the thing they 
like best until the chips are down. Then 
they do what they can best do, where they 
are most needed. If you have a better plan, 
why don’t you propose it? Are you willing 
to do the work necessary to make it go? 

As SCM, perhaps I should be pushing for 
an ARRL-controlled net. I am not. We 
have a going thing here. Let’s make it 
work and don’t neglect opportunities to 
exercise it.

Sooner or later in the course of adjusting a single sideband trans- 
mitter you are going to need a two-tone signal. There are many 
wasys of obtaining two audio signals for such adjustments; 
however, here is a simple solid state circuit that can be built in a 
small minibox. Power levels in the circuit are low, so %4 watt 
resistors can be used. The potentionmeters can be of the small 
variety and the capacitors can have voltage ratings as low as 25 


volts. 


After the unit has been assembled and the preliminary checks 
made, measure the output of each of the tones on an oscilloscope. 
Set the 10K potentionmeters so that the tone levels are exactly 


equal. 


Power consumption in the unit is very small, however, if the unit 
will not be used for long periods of time, the battery should be 
removed. If you don’t want to bother to remove the battery, you can 
install a switch in series with the battery to turn the unit off.

FCC 
PROPOSED 


FCC has issued a Notice of 
Proposed Rule Making, Docket 
20092, proposing sweeping 
changes in the regulations on 
availability of call signs. Under 
the proposed rules, an Extra 
Class licensee would be eligible 
for any specific unassigned call 
sign in the available blocks 
upon payment of the special call 
sign fee. There would be no 
limit to the number of such calls 
an individual could hold, except 
that only one two-letter call 
would be assigned. The 25-year 
requirement for a_ two-letter 
call would be dropped, and in 
memoriam club calls would no 
longer be available. Comment 
date is October 9, with reply 
comments due by October 24. 
We will, of course, send the 
complete text of the Notice 
when it becomes available 
sometime next week.

WI1AW HANDCUFFED 


A strict interpretation of the 
new language of Section 97.112 
of our rules, has rather 
thoroughly handcuffed W1AW 
general operating activity. Our 
filing of comments last autumn 
generally supported the 
proposed rule; unfortunately, 
attorneys at FCC changed the 
text in the final version, with 
substantial adverse results. 
This is a travesty, because the 
whole proceeding was initiated 
in the first place, as I un- 
derstand it, to recognize and 
grant specific authority for 
W1AW itself! It has had 
precisely the opposite effect. 

We have no choice, of course, 
observe the new 
regulations strictly. Ac- 
cordingly, with the exception of 
visitor use of the station, there 
has been no general operation 
by the W1AW crew since middle 
March. We are unable to par- 
ticipate in local or other nets, 
which had been a long-standing 
practice; unable to demon- 
strate amateur radio communi- 
cation to visitors; unable even 
to answer calls after bulletin or 
code practice transmissions, 
which has caused complaints 
from members.

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| 200 WATT SSB TRANSCEIVER POWER SUPPLY | 
1 By Earl Spencer, K4FQU 


After a guy shells out enough to buy a transceiver these days, he 
usually doesn’t have anything left for the companion power supply 
which can cost near a C note one way or the other. These power 
supplies usually just make the grade and that’s all, power wise. For 
about twenty bucks and a well stocked junk box, a supply can be 
home brewed that will out-perform and outlast any commercial one 
by far. 

The schematic is pretty well self explanatory and is only meant 
as a guide although it can be copied and used for most transceivers. 
This one has powered this author’s NCX-5 for over four years with 
no trouble save on leaky filter capacitor during last field day. 

The diodes can be any diode that will handle the voltage and peak 
loads. Those shown are 1N740’s available through Thurow Dist. and 
are very satisfactory. They are rated at 400 volts and 400 mils. Four 
diodes were used in each leg as a safety factor while three could 
actually carry the load. Any diodes can be used though the rule

The number of diodes in 
EACH leg MUST exceed the PIV factor of 1.4 times the total 
secondary voltage of the transformer. In this case, 1.4 times 800 
eugals 1120 v. 4 times 400v equals 1500v thus the 1N740’s will carry 
the load. The (SR) surge resistor will aid greatly in reducing the 
momentary PIV across the diode bridge. 

The inset ‘‘A’”’ shows the method of equalizing the load over each 
diode and is a must. Without them, SMOKE. 

The transformer is an old and I do mean old, TV transformer. 
Most of todays TV transformers will not supply the load so it is wise 
to hunt around and find one about ten years old that is in good 


condition and test it’s capacity before building the power supply. ~ 


Choke input or Capacitor input is a matter of taste, however the 
choke input will give better regulation. 

Bias supply was simply a filament transformer back to back with 
the heavy duty filament winding of the transformer. This may be 
juggled to suit your particular needs and a dropping resistor may 
be added if needed at the points marked ‘‘X’’. 

The 6.3 volt windings are series connected if 12.6v is used. 

There is noregulatory circuit included as most transceivers have 
regulators incorporated within the set. 

The diode bridge can be built upon a circuit board 3’’ x 3’ by 
placing the diodes on one side and the rc network on the reverse 
side. It may be mounted in any position without need of cooling 
although it should be mounted where it will not be accidently 
touched. 

This one is built on a 2”’ x 8” x 12”’ aluminum chassis and weighs 
in at about 40 pounds. It has run the last four field days, and 
developed a leaky filter condenser about 6 a.m. Sunday of this pas 
field day which was the only breakdown in over four years.

down the mast or tower into the 
control or operating room. 
Unless there is some form of 
disconnect between this cable 
and the rotor control box, part 
(usually too much) of the light- 
ning surge at the antenna or 
tower will find its way into this 
cable. Very often this cable runs 
parallel with the coax used as 
an antenna feed or transmission 
line. This enhances the chance 
of capacitive pickup from the 
braid of the coax, since the rotor 
cable is unsually unshielded. 

In a recent case, nature added 
to a July 4th local fireworks 
display by lightning which 
struck the upper tip of a 
fibreglass quad spreader 
holding the 20 meter fed 
element of a quad at K4NE. The 
last six inches of the spreader 
disappeared, leaving a ‘“‘puff- 
ball’’ of fibreglass resembling a 
feather duster or cotton ice- 
cream cone such as one finds at 
carnivals. The eyebolt holding 
the antenna wire was unharmed 
but dropped down since its 
support was lost. There was no 
damage to the antenna or coax 
transmission line. 

All the antenna feeds were 
disconnected and grounded 
outside the shack. Yet the light- 
ning surge entered the house 
thru the rotor cable, burned out 
the CDR control box, entered 
the strip-line 120 volt a.c. 
connection strip thru the control 
box a.c. cord, passed into the 
receiver and exciter which had 
their a.c. cords plugged into the 
stripline, and caused con- 
siderable damage to the 
receiver andexciter. Some of 
this could have been avoided 
had the a.c. cords been 
disconnected. But the best 
preventive measure would have 
been to disconnect the rotor 
cable. 

There is an eight-pin Jones 
plug disconnect in the rotor 
cable outside the shack now 
which can be connected to a 
grounding plug, all eight con- 
nections strapped together and 
wired to a ground rod. Truly a 
few ounces of prevention are 
worth a few pounds of 
replacement parts!

ARGUS ADOPTED BY REPEATER COUNCIL; 
UNIQUE STATEWIDE EMERGENCY NETWORK

The Florida Repeater Council 
has adopted and _ begun 
developing an unique statewide 
emergency repeater system. 
The project is dubbed ARGUS 
after mythology’s ever-vigilant 
million-eyed giant. 


The project has_ three 
distinguishing features: 
e A_ statewide 911 emer- 


gency autodial system ex- 
clusive of commercial 
telephone company service. 

e A statewide emergency- 
only repeater input frequency 
that would take priority of any 
other repeater input signals. 

e A statewide repeater 
linking system to be used in 
times of emergencies and 
emergency drills. 

ARGUS is designed to cope 
with everyday traffic-type 
emergencies as well as the 
much larger wide-area ones. It 
is ashort and long range effort 
that is expected to take several 
years to fuljy complete. 
However, some elements of the 
ARGUS plan such as the 911 
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Auto-dial should be operational 
on a large scale in a short time. 

The 911 Auto-dial system will 
permit mobiles to go into any 
area of the state and summon 
emergency assistance by 
simply dialing 911. The ham 
operator would not need to know 
any repeater’s. particular 
autopatch access method since 
the 911 dialing would be ex- 
clusive of the normal autopatch 
functions. The 911 Bell 
Telephone emergency system 
does not have to be available in 
a particular city either. The 911 
decoding will be accomplished 
by the ARGUS-designated 
repeater and converted to a 
rapid dialing auto-dialer to 
provide direct connection to the 


appropriate public safety 
agency. 
The ARGUS plan _ was 


proposed to the FRC by the 
combined Jacksonville-area 
repeaters. The plan was 
adopted for development by the 
FRC at the Orlando Hamfest in 
June. See elsewhere in this 
issue for more FRC news.
